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This  is  a  special  issue  of  the  school  news 
paper,  THE  ARC  HON.  The  usual  format, 
appearance,  and  arrangement  of  the  paper 
have  been  preserved,  and  the  text  and  most  of 
the  photographs  are  reprinted  from  the  regular 
issues  published  during  the  school  year.  The 
remainder  of  the  pictures  have  been  chosen 
from  the  files  of  THE  MILESTONE,  the 
school  yearbook.  The  text  has  been  rearranged 
where  necessary  to  give  a  coherent  story  of  ac- 
tivities reported  in  more  than  one  of  the  reg- 
ular issues. 

The  school  year  of  1930  -  31  has  been  sig- 
nificant in  the  history  of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy,  and  it  is  hoped  by  means  of  this 
special  edition  of  THE  ARC  HON  to  present 
to  alumni  and  friends  an  accurate  and  inter- 
esting account  of  the  life  of  the  school  and  the 
progress  it  has  made  during  the  past  year.

ALUMNI  DINNER  ADDED  TO 

COMMENCEMENT  PROGRAM 


Thirty  of  the  forty  odd  boys  who  were  not 
graduated  last  June  returned  to  Governor 
Dummer  last  September.  To  that  number 
were  added  sixty  new  boys,  bringing  the  total 
registration  to  ninety,  the  largest  total  in 
many  years.  Every  available  room  is  occu- 
pied; and  until  arrangements  were  made  to 
use  a  part  of  the  home  of  Miss  Helen  Mac- 
Gregor  Noyes  as  a  dormitory,  it  was  even 
necessary  to  assign  some  boys  to  rooms  in  the 
Mansion  House,  reminding  one  of  the  stories 
of  Master  Moody's  days  a  hundred  and  fifty 
years  ago. 

This  year  the  student  body  is  a  great  deal 
more  representative  than  it  was  last  year. 
Quite  naturally  Massachusetts  still  has  more 
representatives  than  any  other  state,  but  there 
are  thirty-four  boys  in  school  from  nine  other 
states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  two 
foreign  countries. 

Maine  and  New  York  follow  Massachusetts 
with  seven  representatives  each.  Then  come 
New  Jersey  with  six,  New  Hampshire  with 
four,  and  Connecticut  with  three.  Florida, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  have  one  each. 

The  foreign  students  at  Governor  Dummer 
this  year  are  Jose  Perez  y  Beola  of  Habana, 
Cuba,  and  Mario  Fernandez  of  Mexico  City, 
both  of  whom  were  attracted  here  by  family 
ties. 


THREE  MORE  OF  GOVERNOR 

DUMMER'S  CHAIRS  RETURN 

TO   MANSION   HOUSE 


Governor  Dummer  Academy  has  recently 
received  three  handsome,  hand-carved  Chip- 
pendale chairs  by  will  of  the  late  Judge  Caleb 
Loring  of  Boston.  These  chairs  are  part  of 
the  original  set  owned  by  William  Dummer, 
Royal  Governor  of  Massachusetts  Bay  Col- 
ony from  1716-30,  and  founder  in  1763  of 
the  school  which  bears  his  name. 

Two  chairs  of  the  original  set  have  been  in 
the  possession  of  the  school  for  many  years, 
and  this  present  gift  increases  the  number  to 
five.  These  chairs  are  all  being  used  as  part 
of  the  furnishings  of  the  old  Mansion  House, 
now  occupied  by  the  Headmaster  and  his  fam- 
ily. The  Mansion  House,  which  is  a  famous 
model  of  early  colonial  architecture,  was  built 
bv  Governor  Dummer  about  1716,  and  these 
chairs  were  undoubtedly  in  use  in  this  house 
before  the  Revolutionary  War.

Mr.  Eames  and  the  committee  have  lately 
announced  the  complete  program  for  the  Com- 
mencement Exercises.  The  Musical  Clubs 
Concert  and  the  Alumni  Dinner  are  innova- 
tions at  the  school.  It  was  the  feeling  of  the 
Headmaster  and  of  the  Senior  Class  that  some 
part  of  the  exercises  should  be  definitely  for 
the  Alumni,  many  of  whom  make  a  practice 
of  returning  to  the  school  at  this  time.  Ac- 
cordingly, it  is  planned  to  have  a  dinner 
served  in  Lang  Gymnasium,  after  the  baseball 
game  on  Friday.  Besides  the  alumni,  the  trust- 
ees, faculty,  students,  neighbors,  and  friends 
of  the  school  will  all  be  invited  to  attend. 

For  speakers  at  the  Alumni  Dinner  the  com- 
mittee has  secured  Dean  Paul  Nixon  of  Bow- 
doin  College,  ex-Governor  Frank  G.  Allen,  and 
Edward  E.  Whiting,  the  editor  of  Whiting's 
column  in  the  Boston  Herald. 

For  the  Baccalaureate  Service  on  Sunday, 
June  seventh,  preceding  Graduation,  the 
kind  invitation  of  the  Adelynrood  Society  to 
make  use  of  their  Chapel  has  been  accepted, 
and  the  Reverend  Mr.  Emery  Bradford  of 
Boxford  has  been  secured  to  deliver  the  Bac- 
calaureate Address.

COLONIAL  FURNITURE  IN  LIVING 
ROOM  AND  DORMITORIES  SUGGESTS 
PERIOD  OF  SCHOOL'S  ORIGIN 


Many  changes  are  apparent  on  the  campus 
this  fall.  One  of  the  most  striking  is  in  the 
appearance  of  the  living  room  in  Commons, 
which  has  been  remodeled  to  permit  its  use  for 
vesper  services,  for  the  evening  meetings,  and 
for  other  gatherings  of  the  school.  The  walls 
have  been  redecorated,  and  enough  tasteful 
colonial  furniture  has  been  provided  to  make 
the  room  cheerful  and  pleasant.  The  large 
open  space  in  the  center  of  the  room  necessi- 
tated by  the  use  of  the  room  as  a  meeting 
place  is  covered  by  a  beautiful  oriental  rug  in 
mellow  colors  which  blend  with  those  of  the 
walls  and  window  draperies.  When  a  fire  is 
blazing  merrily  in  the  fireplace,  the  room  is 
a  cheerful  one  even  on  the  most  gloomy  days. 

The  boys'  rooms  in  the  dormitories  have  al- 
so been  provided  with  colonial  furniture  sug- 
gestive of  the  period  of  the  founding  of  the 
school.  Every  room  has  been  furnished  with 
a  maple  bedstead,  bureau,  desk,  and  chair 
modeled  after  early  colonial  pieces.  Color  is 
provided  by  the  borders  on  the  monk's  cloth 
window  drapes  and  bed  spreads.

BIRTHPLACE  OF  THEOPHILUS 

PARSONS  DESTROYED  BY  FIRE 


The  fire  which  destroyed  the  old  parsonage 
of  By  field  Parish  on  March  18,  destroyed  one 
of  the  most  historic  landmarks  of  the  vicinity 
and  the  birthplace  of  one  of  Governor  Dum- 
mer's  most  famous  graduates. 

From  John  J.  Currier's  Ould  Newbury: 
Historical  and  Biographical  Sketches  we  learn 
that  the  land  on  which  the  house  was  built 
was  sold  to  "the  proprietors  of  the  meeting 
house"  by  John  Dummer,  a  kinsman  of  the 
founder  of  the  Academy,  for  the  sum  of  nine 
pounds,  and  that  it  was  made  habitable  early 
in  1704.  From  a  letter  which  Mr.  Currier 
quotes  we  learn  further  that  it  was  at  a  meet- 
ing held  there  on  February  24  of  that  year 
that  the  inhabitants  of  the  recently  organized 
parish  selected  the  name  Byfield  by  which  the 
parish  has  since  been  known. 

Moses  Parsons,  the  second  pastor  of  the 
parish,  occupied  the  parsonage  from  1744  to 
1758.  There  on  February  24,  1750  was  born 
Theophilus  Parsons,  who,  after  studying  un- 
der Master  Moody  at  the  Academy,  was  gradu- 
ated from  Harvard  and  later  became  famous 
as  a  leader  in  the  affairs  of  the  colony  and  of 
the  nation.  He  was  largely  responsible  for 
the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts, 
and  he  it  was  who  won  the  support  of  Han- 
cock for  the  federal  constitution  when  it  was 
offered  for  approval  in  1788  and  thus  secured 
its  ratification  by  Massachusetts.  From  1806 
until  his  death  on  October  30,  1813  he  served 
as  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Massachusetts,  thus  rounding  out  forty  years 
of  distinguished  service  to  his  country.  The 
Parsons  schoolhouse  is  named  in  his  honor. 

The  old  parsonage  had  housed  a  long  suc- 
cession of  pastors  when,  in  1847,  it  was  leased 
for  nine  hundred  and  ninetv  nine  years  to  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Henry  Durant;  and  even  to  a 
neighborhood  rich  in  colonial  homes  and  his- 
torical monuments,  the  loss  of  this  old  house 
is  a  severe  one;  for  it  dated  back  to  within 
ten  years  of  the  last  Indian  outrages  and  had 
outlasted  three  meeting  houses  in  the  two 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  years  of  its  ex- 
istence.

DEAN  BRIGGS  OF  HARVARD  TO

The  1931  number  of  The  Milestone,  the 
school  annual,  will  be  ready  for  publication  on 
June  eighth.

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  of  the  features 
will  be  a  letter  from  Dean  L.  B.  R.  Briggs  of 
Harvard,  who  has  recently  become  interested 


in  the  will  of  Lieutenant  Governor  William 
Dummer  and  its  effect  on  the  American  sys- 
tem of  education.  In  his  letter  Dean  Briggs 
shows  that  the  growth  of  the  preparatory 
school  movement  in  the  United  States  dates 
from  that  will  and  has  been  contemporaneous 
with  the  growth  of  Governor  Dummer  Acad- 
emy. A  photostatic  copy  of  the  will  presented 
by  Mr.  Lispenard  Phister  of  Boston  will  ac- 
company the  Dean's  letter.  A  similar  copy 
was  recently  published  in  the  Harvard  Alumni 
Bulletin. 

Mr.  Christopher  Morley  has  also  contri- 
buted an  article  to  be  used  exclusively  in  this 
year's  annual.  Commenting  on  the  distance 
marker  on  the  old  Boston-Newburyport  turn- 
pike which  still  stands  on  the  lawn  in  front 
of  the  Mansion  House,  and  from  which  The 
Milestone  takes  its  name,  Mr.  Morley  says 
that  a  milestone  may  be  taken  to  mean  some- 
thing more  than  a  mere  highway  marker,  that 
it  may  come  to  mean  a  milestone  in  one's  life, 
by  which  one  may  stop,  or  from  which  one 
may  go  on  to  great  accomplishments. 

FORMER  STUDENTS  PRESENT 

PORTRAIT  OF  DOCTOR  INGHAM 


During  the  past  summer  a  group  of  former 
students  of  the  ex-Headmaster,  Doctor  Charles 
S.  Ingham,  arranged  to  have  his  portrait 
painted  by  Harry  Sutton,  Jr.  The  painting 
was  completed  in  August  and  now  hangs  in 
the  Noyes  Memorial  Library  as  a  memorial  to 
one  whose  influence  will  continue  to  be  felt. 
The  spirit  which  prompted  the  gift  of  the 
painting,  and  the  esteem  in  which  Doctor  Ing- 
ham was  held,  are  well  illustrated  by  the  fol- 
lowing excerpt  from  a  letter  addressed  "To  the 
Alumni,  Patrons,  and  Friends"  of  the  Acad- 
emy by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  the  occasion 
of  Doctor  Ingham's  resignation. 

"After  twenty-three  years  of  devoted  ser- 
vice, our  Headmaster,  Dr.  Charles  S.  Ingham, 
has  presented  his  resignation,  and  the  Trus- 
tees have  with  great  regret  accepted  his  de- 
cision. His  term  of  service  has  covered  a  long- 
er period  of  years  than  that  of  any  master 
since  the  days  of  Master  Moody,  who  gave 
the  school  its  first  great  impetus  in  1763  while 
Massachusetts  was  still  a  colony  of  Great 
Britain,  and  while  this  academy  was  the  only 
college  preparatory  boarding  school  in  Amer- 
ica. 

"Dr.  Ingham  has  endeared  himself  to  all 
friends  of  the  Academv.  He  took  the  school 
when  its  reputation  and  equipment  was  meagre 
and  has  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  it  grow  in 
reputation  and  ability  to  serve  the  community. 
Peirce  Hall,  Mason  Cottage,  Lang  Gymnas- 
ium, Moody  House.  Perkins  Hall,  the  Noyes 
Librarv,  the  Morse  Field,  and  the  Golf  Course 
have  all  been  added  in  his  time  and  are  evi- 
dence of  his  faith  in  the  future  of  the  school."

MANY  NEW  MASTERS  ADDED 

TO  FACULTY  THIS  YEAR 


Since  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  masters  at  Governor  Dummer  this  year 
as  well  as  the  normal  number  of  replacements 
because  of  retirement  and  resignations,  the 
majority  of  the  masters  as  well  as  the  Head- 
master are  new  to  the  Academy.  The  faculty 
now  numbers  twelve,  giving  a  ratio  of  one 
master  to  every  eight  boys  and  making  possi- 
ble unusually  small  classes.  Since  most  of  the 
masters  coach  one  or  more  sports,  it  has  also 
been  possible  to  introduce  several  new  sports 
and  to  provide  larger  coaching  staffs  for  the 
old  ones.  The  roster  of  the  faculty  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

Mr.  Edward  W.  Eames,  the  Headmaster,  pre- 
pared for  college  at  the  Nichols  School  of  Buf- 
falo and  was  graduated  in  1922  from  Amherst 
College,  where  he  was  active  in  athletics  and 
President  of  the  Student  Council.  He  is  a 
member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  Since  graduation 
he  has  pursued  graduate  studies  at  Harvard 
University,  receiving  an  M.  A.  in  1929,  and 
was  for  seven  years  an  instructor  at  Deerfield 
Academy.  He  is  married  and  has  two  children 
and  lives  in  the  Mansion  House. 

Mr.  Theodore  Barry  joined  the  Governor 
Dummer  faculty  at  the  beginning  of  the  third 
term  as  a  tutor  in  English  and  mathematics. 


He  has  also  taken  over  two  English  classes  in 
the  junior  school.  Mr.  Barry  was  graduated 
from  Amherst  College  in  the  class  of  1927. 

Mr.  Charles  D.  Brodhead  prepared  at  Phil- 
lips Andover  Academy  and  was  graduated 
from  Princeton  in  the  class  of  1929.  He  spent 
the  next  year  in  foreign  travel  and  came  to 
Governor  Dummer  last  September  as  an  in- 
structor in  history.  Mr.  Brodhead  acts  as 
dormitory  master  of  the  second  floor  of  Per- 
kins, coaches  wrestling,  and  assists  with  foot- 
ball and  track. 

Mr.  Edgar  Daniel  Dunning  was  graduated 
in  1924  from  Union  College,  where  he  was 
president  of  his  class.  He  has  had  three  years 
of  experience  teaching  English  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Rochester  and  two  years  of  graduate 
study  at  Princeton  University,  where  he  holds 
a  Master's  degree  in  English.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dunning  live  in  Moodv  House.  Mr.  Dunning 
teaches  English  and  Algebra  and  acts  as  fac- 
ulty advisor  to  the  staff  of  The  Archon. 

Mr.  Richard  J.  Hearn,  a  graduate  of  Deer- 
field  Academy,  acts  as  dormitory  master  in 
the  Commons  and  assists  in  athletics. 

Mr.  William  Beale  Jacob  was  graduated 
summa  cum  laude  in  1923  from  Bowdoin 
College,  where  he  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  quarterback  on  the  football  team, 
and  a  member  of  the  Student  Council.  For 
the  past  five  years  he  has  been  at  Phillips  An-

dover.  Here  Mr.  Jacob  is  head  of  the  Latin 
Department,  and  coach  of  football.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jacob  and  their  two  children  live  in  the 
Fleek  house  next  to  the  school  grounds. 

Mr.  Thomas  McClary  Mercer  was  gradu- 
ated from  Centre  College,  Kentucky  in  1924, 
spent  four  years  in  business,  and  then  entered 
the  Graduate  School  of  Harvard  University, 
where  he  received  an  M.  A.  in  English  in 
1930.  Mr.  Mercer,  who  came  here  from 
Deerfield  Academy,  teaches  English  and  acts 
as  faculty  advisor  to  the  staff  of  The  Mile- 
stone and  dormitory  master  on  the  first  floor 
of  Peirce  Hall. 

Mr.  A.  MacDonald  Murphy,  who  will  be 
graduated  from  Harvard  in  June  1931,  came 
to  Governor  Dummer  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  term  and  took  over  several  classes  in 
the  lower  school.  He  acts  as  dormitory  mas- 
ter in  the  Noyes  House. 

Mr.  Osborn  P.  Nash,  2nd  received  his  A.  B. 
from  Harvard  College  in  1928,  preparing  at 
Williston  Academy.  He  has  been  for  two 
years  the  head  of  the  French  Department  at 
Governor  Dummer.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nash  live 
on  the  first  floor  of  Perkins  House,  where  Mr. 
Nash  is  dormitory  master. 

Mr.  Francis  J.  Reagan,  a  graduate  of  Bates 
College  in  the  class  of  1914,  first  came  to 
Governor  Dummer  in  1916.  He  left  in  1917 
to  go  overseas,  and  did  not  return  until  1921. 
Mr.  Reagan  is  assistant  treasurer  and  coach  of 
basketball,  and  gives  courses  in  business.  He 
and  Mrs.  Reagan  live  in  Newburyport. 

Mr.  Arthur  Sager  was  graduated  from  Bates 
College  in  1926.  In  1928  he  was  a  member 
of  the  American  Olvmpic  team.  After  four 
years  of  teaching  experience  he  came  to  Gov- 
ernor Dummer,  where  he  teaches  in  the  jun- 
ior school,  has  charge  of  the  classes  in  cor- 
rective exercises,  directs  the  musical  clubs,  and 
leads  the  sineing  at  school  meetings. 

Captain  Preston  W.  Smith,  who  came  to 
Governor  Dummer  from  the  Choate  School,  is 
a  graduate  of  the  United  States  Militarv  Acad- 
emy, 1918,  and  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technologv.  Since  leaving  the  army  he  has 
had  several  vears  experience  in  school  and  col- 
lege teaching  Here  he  is  head  of  the  Mathe- 
matics and  Science  departments  and  assistant 
coach  of  hockey.  Captain  and  Mrs.  Smith 
and  their  three  children  occupy  the  Mason 
Cottage. 


OPPORTUNITY  OFFERED  TO 

STUDENTS  TO  CORRECT  POSTURE 


Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Arthur  Sager 
the  school  is  attempting  this  vear  to  correct 
the  posture  of  every  boy.  Posture-graphs  have 
been  taken  and  have  been  sent  home  to  the 
parents  with  letters  that  point  out  the  de- 
fects in  each  boy's  posture.    At  the  end  of  the 


year  posture-graphs  will  again  be  taken  and 
sent  home  to  the  parents.  These  will  show 
what  improvements  have  taken  place  during 
the  year. 

Mr.  Sager  has  given  several  talks  and 
demonstrations  to  the  school  on  this  subject. 
In  these  talks  he  pointed  out  the  defects  that 
were  most  prominent  and  showed  the  students 
what  exercises  would  help  to  correct  them. 
He  also  told  what  effect  these  defects  would 
have  on  a  boy's  health  in  later  years.  He 
showed  what  caused  them  and  told  the 
students  that  bad  posture,  although  they  had 
no  ill  effects  from  it  while  they  were  young, 
would  cause  them  a  lot  of  pain  in  old  age. 

Mr.  Sager  has  given  every  boy  a  private 
interview  and  has  told  him  what  he  must  do 
to  correct  his  defects.  He  has  offered  to  give 
individual  exercises  to  those  who  need  them.

SUNDAY  EVENING  VESPERS 

PROVE  PLEASANT  ADDITION 

TO  WEEKLY  SCHEDULE 


An  addition  made  this  fall  to  the  weekly 
program  of  the  school  is  the  regular  Sunday 
evening  Vesper  Service.  At  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore eight  o'clock,  the  entire  student  body 
together  with  the  faculty  gather  in  the  living 
room  of  the  Commons  where  chairs  are  care- 
fully arranged  to  accommodate  all.  Neigh- 
bors and  friends  of  the  school  as  well  as  par- 
ents of  the  boys  are  guests.  At  the  head  of 
the  room,  the  brightly  burning  fireplace  fire 
and  the  soft  candle  light  help  to  create  a 
homelike  atmosphere. 

The  service  itself  closely  resembles  the  old 
New  England  family  song  service  which  was 
held  around  the  fireplace.  It  consists  mainly 
of  the  singing  of  familiar  hymns.  There  is  a 
responsive  reading  followed  by  a  short,  in- 
formal, inspirational  talk  either  by  a  minister 
or  by  some  other  friend  of  the  school.  The 
service  closes  each  week  with  the  same  two 
hymns:  "Dear  Lord  and  Father  of  Mankind" 
and  "Now  the  Day  is  Over." 

The  Reverend  Carroll  Perry  of  the  Episco- 
pal Church  in  Ipswich  was    the   speaker    of 


October  26.  He  is  the  brother  of  Bliss  Perry, 
Professor  Emeritus  of  Harvard  University, 
and  of  Lewis  Perry,  Headmaster  of  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy.  His  subject  was  shadows, 
and  after  pointing  out  how  the  beauty  of 
natural  objects  is  enhanced  by  the  play  of 
light  and  shadow  upon  them,  he  showed  how 
the  beany  of  character  is  measured  by  its 
shadow,  which  is  the  effect  a  noble  character 
has  on  other  men. 

The  Vespers  speaker  on  March  eighth  was 
the  Reverend  Markham  Stackpole,  chaplain 
of  Milton  Academy  and  a  former  chaplain  in 
the  Twenty-Sixth  Division  of  the  American 
Expeditionary  Force  in  France.  He  was  re- 
cently honored  by  being  chosen  to  conduct 
the  funeral  service  for  General  Edwards,  the 
famous  commander  of  that  division. 

Mr.  Stackpole,  who  came  to  Governor  Dum- 
mer  out  of  friendship  for  Mr.  Eames,  chose 
as  his  subject  David  Livingstone,  the  famous 
explorer,  who,  he  said,  was  a  great  hero  to  his 
generation  and  deserved  to  be  a  greater  one 
to  that  of  the  boys.  He  pictured  very  clear- 
ly certain  scenes  in  that  great  man's  life  and 
discussed  his  career  as  an  example  of  unselfish 
service  and  of  patient  devotion  to  an  ideal. 

The  speaker  on  Sunday,  May    tenth,    was 
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Dr.  Alfred  E.  Stearns,  Headmaster  of  Phillips 
Andover  Academy,  a  man  whose  long  experi- 
ence of  the  problems  which  confront  boys 
made  his  remarks  of  particular  interest.  His 
message  was  that  a  man's  whole  future  of- 
ten depends  on  the  manner  in  which  he  ac- 
cepts the  consequences  of  his  own  mistakes. 
He  pointed  out  that  no  one,  often  least  of  all 
those  who  are  disciplining  him,  will  hold  a 
boy's  mistakes  or  misdeeds  against  him  if 
he  stands  up  to  his  punishment  in  a  manly 
way  and  shows  a  determination  to  avoid  such 
mistakes  thereafter.

Famous  Magician  Mystifies  Entire 
Student  Body 

Saturday  evening,  November  22,  Mr.  John 
Mulholland,  world  famed  magician,  performed 
some  of  his  tricks  for  the  students  of  Governor 
Dummer  Academy.  Mr.  Mulholland  is 
known  all  over  the  world  as  an  authority  on 
the  history  of  magic.  He  has  studied  magic 
in  an  Indian  family  in  India  and  has  written 
several  books  on  the  subject. 

One  of  his  tricks  was  the  famous  one  of 
shooting  a  card  from  a  pistol  into  a  cigarette 
case,  which  was  first  performed  by  Robert 
Houdin  (1805-1871).  Robert  Houd'in  used  to 
shoot  the  card  back  of  the  glass  in  a  mirror. 
Mr.  Mulholland  made  cards,  thimbles,  and 
silks  travel  from  place  to  place  mysteriously 
and  invisibly.  Knots  untied  and  tied  them- 
selves. Solid  rings  were  linked  together.  Mr. 
Mulholland  ended  his  performance  by  causing 
a  bird  cage  with  an  artificial  bird  in  it  to 
vanish  in  air. 

Mr.  Mulholland  combined  excellent  psychol- 
ogy and  showmanship  in  the  presentation  of 
his  tricks  and  answered  readily  the  many  ques- 
tions about  magic  which  the  boys  asked  him.

MEMORY  OF  FOUNDER  TO  BE 

HONORED  BY  CALLING  SCHOOL 
GOVERNOR  DUMMER  ACADEMY 


With  the  almost  unanimous  agreement  of 
the  alumni,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  student 
body,  and  the  masters,  it  has  been  decided  to 
make  a  practise  of  referring  to  the  school  as 
Governor  Dummer  Academy.  The  reasons  for 
this  innovation  are  best  explained  by  the  fol- 
lowing extract  from  a  letter  which  Mr.  Eames 
mailed  during  October  to  over  fourteen  hun- 
dred alumni. 

"One  step  which  is  now  being  considered 
would  emphasize  the  fact  that  Dummer  Acad- 
emy bears  the  name  of  its  founder,  William 
Dummer,  the  royal  governor  of  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony.  Dummer  is  a  proud  and  hon- 
ored name,  and  it  seems  unfortunate  to  those 
of  us  who  love  the  school  that  its  name  should 
require  explanation  to  those  who  do  not  under- 
stand its  significance.  An  increasing  propor- 
tion of  our  students  are  now  coming  from  out- 
side the  state,  and  these  boys  especially  find 
such  explanation  necessary  and  difficult. 

"Accordingly  it  has  been  suggested  that  we 
make  no  official  change  in  name,  but  that  we 
emphasize  the  Governor's  part  in  founding 
the  school  by  referring  to  it  as  "Governor 
Dummer  Academy"  or  "Governor  Dummer," 
instead  of  "Dummer  Academy"  or  "Dummer." 
This  suggestion  has  recently  met  with  the  en- 
thusiastic approval  of  the  trustees,  faculty  and 
students.  It  seemed  fitting,  however,  before 
taking  action,  to  consult  the  wishes  of  the 
alumni  and  to  receive  from  them  some  expres- 
sions of  opinion  concerning  this  proposal." 

During  the  past  month  there  have  been  a 
large  number  of  replies  to  this  letter,  over 
ninety  per  cent  of  them  expressing  the  un- 
qualified approval  of  the  writers.  Since  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  Faculty,  and  the 
students  had  been  consulted  before  the  letter 


to  the  alumni  had  been  mailed,  the  approval 
of  that  group  led  to  the  decision  to  put  the 
practise  into  effect  at  once.  Accordingly  an 
announcement  has  been  sent  to  the  press, 
other  schools  and  colleges  have  been  notified, 
and  a  notice  has  been  prepared  for  insertion 
in  all  business  correspondence  emanating  from 
the  school. 


SEVENTY-FIVE  ADAMSES  HAVE 

BEEN    STUDENTS   HERE 


Among  the  replies  received  by  Mr.  Eames  to 
his  alumni  letter  of  November,  that  from  Mr. 
George  W.  Adams  was  of  especial  historical 
interest.  Besides  containing  the  interesting 
information  that  there  have  been  seventy-five 
members  of  the  Adams  family  at  Governor 
Dummer,  it  intimates  that  the  Academy  may 
be  even  older  than  is  supposed,  and  mac  i„ 
was  a  well  organized  school  with  a  distin- 
guished board  of  trustees  before  Governor 
Dummer  gave  it  his  name  in  1763.  The  letter 
follows: 

"The  Highfields,  Nov.  17,  1930 
"My  dear  Mr.  Eames: 

"Your  circular  letter  of  November  1  gives 
me  the  opportunity  and  pleasure  of  expressing 
my  appreciation  of  the  good  work  you  have 
done  and  are  doing  for  the  old  school.  The 
courtesies  I  have  received  from  your  staff  and 
the  always  gentlemanly  deportment  of  the 
pupils  have  been  very  pleasing. 

"There  is  good  reason  for  my  interest,  for 
four  generations  from  this  home  have  been 
pupils,  and  of  my  blood  and  name  there  have 
been  two  Masters  and  two  Trustees  with 
seventy-five  enrolled  pupils.  Also  for  several 
years  previous  to  1760  the  college  preparatory 
school  which  through  his  generosity  became 
the  Governor  Dummer  School  was  held  in 
the  room  adjoining  that  in  which  I  write.  For 
the  three  years  previous  to  1760  we  have  no 
list  of  the  pupils  but  probably  Joshua  Noyes, 
Jr.  was  the  teacher  then  as  later.  The  Trus- 
tees in  1760  were  Richard  Dummer  (the  Gov- 
ernor's cousin)  my  ancestor  Cap't  Samuel 
Adams  and  Rev.  Moses  Parsons  and  there 
were  20  pupils. 

"It  is  our  family  tradition  that  Richard 
Dummer  impressed  it  upon  his  cousin  that 
'Adams's  further  bedroom  was  not  fitted  for  so 
large  and  prosperous  a  school.' 

"Up  to  1859  when  some  changes  were  made 
in  the  house  some  of  the  crude  school  room 
fittings  were  still  stored  in  the  attic,  and  the 
desk  used  by  Master  Noyes  is  still  preserved. 

"I  am  greatly  pleased  by  the  suggested  ten 
of  'Governor  Dummer  Academy'  and  you  have 
my  sincere  good  wishes  for   continued   pros- 
perity.

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PERSONAL  INTERVIEWS 

WITH  COLLEGE  OFFICIALS 

ARRANGED  FOR  SENIORS 


During  the  winter  term  the  Headmaster  has 
accompanied  several  groups  of  seniors  upon  a 
number  of  trips  to  the  colleges  which  these 
boys  plan  to  enter.  These  trips  were  planned 
not  only  to  provide  the  seniors  with  an  oppor- 
tunity of  meeting  the  administrative  officers  of 
the  colleges  which  they  expect  to  attend,  but 
also  as  a  part  of  the  Headmaster's  general 
policy  of  establishing  informal  and  friendly  re- 
lations with  the  leading  colleges  and  univer- 
sities. 

Many  of  the  boys  were  interested  in  seeing 
for  the  first  time  the  college  of  their  choice, 
and  in  learning  something  of  its  history  and 
past  achievements,  and  the  particular  oppor- 
tunities and  advantages  it  now  offers.  Mr. 
William  B.  Jacob  of  the  Governor  Dummer 
faculty,  who  is  making  a  study  of  the  tech- 
nical admission  requirements  of  the  several 
universities,  accompanied  the  Headmaster  and 
the  boys  on  all  of  these  trips. 

New  Gymnasium  at  Brown  Excites 
Admiration 

On  February  third  Mr.  Eames  and  Mr. 
Jacob  accompanied  two  seniors,  Hayward 
Brown  and  Edward  Hessian,  to  Brown  Uni- 
ersity  at  Providence,  R.  I.  There  they  were 
taken  on  a  tour  of  the  campus  buildings  by 
Mr.  Otto  T.  Gilmore,  a  Student  Counselor. 
They  were  particularly  impressed  by  the  New 
Gymnasium,  one  of  the  largest  and  best 
equipped  of  college  gymnasiums,  and  by  the 
John  Carter  Brown  Library,  which  houses 
Brown  University's  famous  collection  of  Amer- 
icana. 

After  lunch  they  met  Professor  Clinton  H. 
Currier,  Director  of  Admissions,  with  whom 
Mr.  Eames  and  Mr.  Jacob  discussed  problems 
of  admission.

Four  Seniors  Meet  Dean  of  Williams 
Mr.  Eames,  Mr.  Jacobs,  Philip  Collins,  Rob- 
ert Ingersoll,  Frederick  McVeigh,  and  Howard 
Navins  went  to  Boston  on  February  seventh 
to  meet  Dean  Agard,  Director  of  Admissions 
at  Williams  College.  They  reached  Boston  at 
nine-thirty  and  went  directly  to  the  Univer- 
sity Club,  where  they  met  the  Dean.  Mr. 
Eames  and  Mr.  Jacob  talked  with  him  first; 
then  there  were  individual  interviews. 
Applicants  for  Harvard  Meet  President  Lowell 
On  Tuesday,  February  17,  Mr.  Eames,  Mr. 
Jacob,  Howard  Rosenfeld,  Otto  and  Reinhard 
Thelen,  and  John  Young  went  by  automobile 
to  Cambridge  to  interview  Professor  Henry  L. 
Pennypacker,  the  Director  of  Admissions  at 


Harvard  College.  Among  the  most  interesting 
things  they  were  shown  was  the  Faculty  Room 
in  University  Hall.  In  this  room,  the  original 
college  chapel,  now  hang  the  college's  most 
valued  paintings  of  its  presidents  and  its 
famous  alumni.

GOVERNORS  RUN  WITHIN 

SECOND  OF  ANDOVER  RECORD 


PROCEEDS  OF  MID-WINTER 

DANCE  CONTRIBUTED  TO 

UNEMPLOYED  OF  BYFIELD 


The  Governors'  relay  team  was  victorious 
on  March  fourth  when  it  went  to  Andover  and 
defeated  the  strong  St.  John's  Preparatory 
School  team  and  the  Phillips  Andover  re- 
serves in  a  thrilling  race.  Larry  Churchill  of 
the  Governors  jumped  into  an  early  lead  at 
the  first  corner  and  handed  the  baton  over  to 
Hayward  Brown,  the  second  man,  for  a  four 
yard  advantage.  Poor  passing,  however,  al- 
lowed the  second  St.  John's  man  to  take  the 
lead.  Brown  ran  a  good  race  and  held  the 
lead  down  to  three  yards.  Carter,  running 
third  for  the  Governors,  tried  desperately  but 
unsuccessfully  to  pass,  and  his  rival  gained 
two  more  yards.  Bates,  the  anchor  man, 
confronted  with  the  work  of  overcoming  a 
five  yard  lead,  started  out  with  great  deter- 
mination and  grit,  always  pressing  his  oppon- 
ent, but  it  was  not  until  the  last  bank  that  he 
was  able  to  pass  and  beat  him  to  the  tape  by 
one  foot. 

The  finish  of  the  race  was  very  sensational, 
and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  Governors,  who 
came  within  a  second  of  breaking  the  schol- 
astic record  at  the  cage.  The  Andover  Re- 
serves, strengthened  for  this  event,  ran  a  poor 
third  and  trailed  the  Governor  Dummer  and 
St.  John's  teams  by  thirty-five  yards.

CORNERSTONE  SERVICES 

OF  BYFIELD  MEETING  -  HOUSE 

HELD  IN  LANG  GYMNASIUM 


On  Sunday,  January  25,  the  Bvfield  Par- 
ish Church  celebrated  the  laying  of  the  corner- 
stone  of  the  new  meeting-house  to  replace  the 
one  destroyed  by  lightning  last  April. 

The  first  part  of  the  services  was  held  at 
the  site  of  the  church.  The  Reverend  Dr. 
Frederick  Harlan  Page,  President  of  the 
Massachusetts  Congregational  Conference  and 
Missionary  Societv,  presided  over  the  living 
of  the  cornerstone.  Among  the  things  placed 
in  it  were  a  1930-  31  roster  of  the  school,  a 
miniature  of  Governor  Dummer,  and  a  copy 
of  the  December  issue  of  The  Archon. 

The  service  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium  took 
place  at  two-thirty  o'clock.  The  Academy 
orchestra  plaved  a  processional,  and  Mr. 
Eames  welcomed  everybody  in  a  short  speech. 
He  mentioned  the  past  connections  of  the 
school  and  the  church  and  expressed  a  wish 
for  their  continuation.  He  invited  everyone 
to  tea  at  the  Mansion  House  and  to  an  in- 
spection of  the  campus  after  the  services. 

The  invocation  was  given  bv  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Herbert  Lombard  of  Worcester,  a  former 
pastor  of  the  parish.  A  hvmn  was  then  sun? 
by  the  congregation,  and  Miss  Helen  Noyes 
made  a  statement  about  the  rebuilding — the 
reasons  and  the  plans.  She  stated  that  $9,000 
had  already  been  subscribed  and  that  it  was 
confidently  expected  that  the  goal  of  $20,000 


would  be  reached.  The  contract  calls  for 
completion  by  the  last  of  July,  but  work  has 
been  started  so  quickly  and  so  enthusiastical- 
ly that  the  date  may  well  be  nearer  the  first  of 
June. 

After  the  boys  of  the  Academy  had  sung 
the  anthem,  Jerusalem,  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Page  gave  an  address  on  the  spiritual  side  of 
the  Church.  Next  a  very  good  choir,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Wallace  Adams,  sang  a 
group  of  old  anthems  appropriate  to  the  oc- 
casion. Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Reverend 
Mr.  James  Hardy  Ropes. 

Those  in  charge  of  the  ceremonies  were 
particularly  pleased  by  the  interest  shown  and 
by  the  large  attendance  at  both  services.  De- 
spite the  bitter  cold,  more  than  200  people 
were  present  at  the  cornerstone  laying;  and 
twice  that  number  filled  the  Lang  Gymnasium 
for  the  second  part  of  the  program. 


STUDENTS  HEAR  INTIMATE 

ACCOUNT  OF  LINCOLN  AT 

CENTRAL  CHURCH  SUPPER 


On  Friday  evening,  February  20,  a  number 
of  the  students  attended  a  dinner  given  by  the 
Men's  Club  of  the  Central  Congregational 
Church  in  Newburyport.  After  the  dinner 
Mr.  Eames  said  a  few  words  and  then  the 
principal  speaker  of  the  evening,  Mr.  South- 
worth,  Headmaster  of  Thayer  Academy,  was> 
introduced. 

Mr.  Southworth,  whose  father  was  a  person- 
al friend  of  the  Civil  War  President,  talked 
about  Abraham  Lincoln.  He  started  with  the 
time  that  Lincoln  was  born  and  related  the 
story  of  Lincoln's  life  in  a  very  interesting 
manner.  He  talked  about  Lincoln's  mother 
and  what  she  went  through  to  give  Lincoln  his 
education.  "Lincoln's  mother  was  in  every 
way  responsible  for  his  success,"  said  Mr. 
Southworth,  and  then  described  her  most 
colorfully.  He  talked  long  about  Lincoln's 
character,  pointing  out  all  the  good  points  and 
the  absence  of  bad  ones.  He  said  that  he  felt 
very  intimately  related  to  Lincoln  because  the 
President  had  saved  his  father's  life,  when  he 
was  slowlv  dying  in  a  military  hospital,  by  the 
words :  "You  can  not  die.  The  country  needs 
you." 

Mr.  Southworth 's  father  was  a  Union  offi- 
cer in  the  Civil  War.  At  one  time  he  was  in 
charge  of  some  troops  that  were  ordered  to 
take  a  hill  that  was  strongly  fortified.  Lincoln 
sent  a  message  to  him  saving,  "You  will  make 
history  today."  Thev  did  make  historv  and 
onlv  because  of  those  few  words  said  bv  a 
great  man.  Mr.  Southworth  concluded.  "Thus 
died  the  most  perfect  ruler  of  men  that  the 
world  has  ever  known.  He  now  belongs  to  the 
ages."

GOVERNORS  CLOSE  SEASON 

WITH  HARD-FOUGHT  GAME 

AT  DEERFIELD  ACADEMY 


The  football  game  at  Deerfield  on  Novem- 
ber 24  was  one  of  unusual  interest  on  several 
accounts.  Both  teams  had  enviable  records. 
The  Governors  took  an  undefeated  team  to 
the  game  and  looked  back  with  pride  on  a 
record  which  included  tie  games  with  Roxbury 
Latin  School  and  Sanborn,  and  victories  over 
the  Harvard  Freshmen  seconds,  Phillips  An- 
dover  reserves,  Country  Day  School,  Wood- 
bury, and  Essex. 

Deerfield  likewise  had  reason  to  be  con- 
fident; for  although  their  early  season  showing 
had  not  been  so  impressive,  in  the  last  three 
games  they  had  defeated  Loomis  Institute, 
Cushing  Academy,  and  the  Massachusetts 
State  College  second  year  men  with  compara- 
tive ease. 

Another  cause  of  unusual  interest  in  the 
game  was  the  close  connection  existing  be- 
tween the  two  schools.    Mr.  Frank  L.  Boyden, 


the  Headmaster  at  Deerfield  Academy,  is  al- 
so a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  Academy.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Eames,  Mr.  Mercer,  and  Mr.  Hearn  of  the 
Governor  Dummer  faculty  were  previously  at 
Deerfield  and  had  many  friends  at  that 
school.  It  was  because  of  that  connection 
that  the  game  was  arranged  after  both  teams 
had  completed  their  regular  schedules. 

Coach  Jacob,  his  assistants,  and  a  squad  of 
twenty-two  players  left  South  Byfield  for  the 
game  on  the  preceding  afternoon.  They  spent 
the  night  at  the  Weldon  Hotel  in  Greenfield 
and  arrived  at  Deerfield  Academy  Monday 
morning.  Later  in  the  day  they  were  joined 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eames  and  about  twenty 
boys  who  had  driven  up  Monday  morning. 
The  Governors  thus  had  a  small  but  loyal 
band  of  rooters  among  the  crowd  of  fifteen 
hundred  spectators  attracted  to  the  game. 

The  first  quarter  was  only  a  kicking  duel 
with  neither  team  making  headway.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  second  quarter,  however,  the 
Governors  started  an  aerial  attack.     A  pass,

Walker  to  Collins,  gained  20  yards  for  the 
Governors.  Another  pass,  Walker  to  Latimer, 
gained  7  yards.  After  an  end  run  Walker 
threw  a  long  pass  to  Carter  for  35  yards. 
Here  Deerfield  held  and  Walker  tried  a  place 
kick  which  failed. 

Later  in  the  same  period  Deerfield  com- 
pleted two  long  passes  for  40  yards.  They 
tried  another  long  pass,  which  Walker  inter- 
cepted. Walker  punted  75  yards  to  Deerfield. 
With  but  two  minutes  left  of  the  first  half, 
Deerfield  completed  a  beautiful  pass,  Bogartus 
to  Dunn,  for  52  yards  and  the  first  touch- 
down of  the  game.  They  failed  to  make  the 
extra  point.  The  half  ended  with  Deerfield 
leading  6  to  0. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  second  half  Deer- 
field started  a  march  down  the  field  which 
ended  with  a  touchdown,  the  Governors  being 
unable  to  stop  Deerfield's  deadly  aerial  at- 
tack. In  the  last  part  of  the  same  quarter  the 
Governors  also  started  a  march  down  the  field. 
Walker  went  around  right  end  for  15  yards 
and  a  first  down.  Two  plays  later  the  Gov- 
ernors made  another  first  down.  Before  they 
were  able  to  score,  the  third  period  ended 
with  Deerfield  leading  12  to  0. 

The  fourth  period  opened  auspiciously  for 
the  Governors.  On  the  first  play  Walker  went 
over  for  a  touchdown.  Churchill  plunged 
through  the  line  for  the    extra   point.    With 


but  a  few  minutes  to  play,  Walker  intercepted 
one  of  Deerfield's  long  passes  and  on  the  next 
play  threw  a  long  pass  to  Collins  for  50  yards. 
The  Governors  were  only  18  yards  from 
Deerfield's  goal.  Churchill  plunged  through 
the  strong  Deerfield  line  for  10  yards.  For 
two  plays  the  Governors  were  held  without  an 
inch  gain,  and  in  a  final  attempt  to  score, 
Walker  tried  an  end  run.  He  was  tackled  and 
fell  on  the  6  inch  line.  The  game  ended  with 
Deerfield  leading  12  to  7.
